Coroner Long returned from Warthan

In brief the statement Is that Duke 


and William Taylor went to

At the springe they met Leon Hill and 
his running mate, Tony Loveall, who 
also has a shady reputation. Hill and 
Loveall 
had 
rifles, and

they went to Loveall'e place where 
Loveall left his gun. About 4 o'clock 
thev came back and Hill started in to 
pick a quarrel. Hill told Duke that he 
had heard that the latter eaid ho conid 
lick him. Duke aaid tbat he thought 
he could. They had, aa atated, fought 
last summer and Duke had tbe beat of 
it. Hill told Duke he could have a bght 
any time he wanted it, and again the 
party separated. They met again and 
Hill wanted Duke to fix the time when 
they ahonld fight.

Robert W. Ward waa arrested at 


Laue's station on the San Joaquin river 
yesterday by Deputy Constable Crutcher 
for cattle stealing. The officer brought 
the prisoner to Fresno and lodged him 
iu the county jail. Ward made a con- 
fession to Crntcber on the way to town, 
admitting the thefts. 


The deputy constable also took an In- 


dian named Tom Murphy into custody 
at Pollaeky, bnt did not lock him op be- 
cause it appeared that he was led by 
Ward through deception into assisting 
in stealing the cattle, not being aware 
that the beeves belonged to anyone but 
Ward. The Indian is in the city where 
tie can be watched. 


The evidence gathered by Crutcher 


shows that on the night of April 20th 
laet Ward stole three bead of cattle from 
Mrs. Stoler'a pasture near Pollaaky. On 
May 8th he broke into Mrs. Birkhead'e 
pasture and ran off two beeves. On 
June 6th he stole one Bteer from Jake 
Brown and one from Charles Brown. 
Besides this the officer has good grounds 
to suspect that the prisoner ie responsi- 
ble lor the disappearance of other cattle 
from the 'follaslty neighborhood. 


For several months past Ward has 


been employed in R. E. Beckvritu'a store 
at Pollasky. He is well known in this 
city as "Bob" Ward, having lived here 
for a number of years. His reputation 
has not been of the best. Ward en- 
gaged the services of Murphy to assist 
him in stealing the cattle, representing 
to th« Indian that the ateeru belonged 
to him and that he had a right to drive 
them to market and sell them. Their 
usual procedure was to run the cattle 
out of the pasture about 9 or 10 o'clock 
at nig&t, and drive them to Fresno, ar- 
riving here sbout daylight the next 
morning. 


The thief has been disposing of the 


beeves to John Oarrere, who conducts a 
slaughter house west of this city. 


Crutcher, who is vested with author- 


ity, but is not a regular deputy under 
Confltable Albin, was employed by the 
sufferers from the cattle thief's depre- 
dations, to work" on the case, they hav- 
iui! been unable to gain any clew to the 
guilty party.
